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FOL K MUSIC,  QUID ES T?... 

No  clear  explanation  has  ever  been  given  of  why  KPFA  is 
especially  interested  in  folk  music.  When  it  was  sug- 
gested that  an  article  on  this  subject  be  written  for 
Folio  the  staff  members  responsible  examined  themselves 
with  an  air  of  surprise.  Why  is  it  interesting?  And 
why  is  what  interesting?  What  is  folk  music  and  what 
does  it  mean  to  us? 

Folk  music,  someone  said,  is  spontaneous  music  not 
written  by  a  professional  composer.  But  what  about  the 
shape-note  tunes,  or  the  work  of  nfolk  composers"  like 
William  Billings?   Well  then,^  said  someone  else,  it's 
music  dealing  in  simple  themes  in* simple  language  with 
a  simple  tune.  But  what's  simple  about  the  Ballad  of 
Thomas  a  Becket,  which  John  Jacob  Niles  sang  at  KPFA 
recently?— or  the  sea  chanteys  which  use  a  nautical  no- 
menclature no  one  can  follow  without  research?  Iv*  fact, 
in  the  language  of  the  traditional  folk:  ballad  there  may. 
sometimes  be  three  or  four  verses  wh?.ch  the  modern  folk 
singer  might  as  well  sing  backivc-rcs  and  sometiir-os  does*

KPFA  PROGRAM  PRODUCERS 

Lori  Campbell's  program*  evolved  fr:m  Ler  sar -training 
classes  and  her  pleasure  in  sharing  folk  singing.  She  be- 
gan ear-training  after  meeting  many  discouraged  people  who 
"couldn't  carry  a  tune".  One  man  TrisfrCwllj-  aslrod  if  she 
could  teach  him  to  sing  one  popular  song  on  tne  ri^ht  notes. 
The  lessons  began.  Lori  sang  up  the  ssftlo*   Tho  man  sang 
down.  When  she  sang  down,  the  perspiring  rnipil  wavered 
upward.  Finally  she  sang  on  one  note.  H--<  s«ag  others. 
But  months  of  training  later  he  finally  sang  thet  one  song 
correctly.  Lori  is  convinced  that  everyone  is  innately  ..  \r. 
able  to  sing  as  freely  as  one  speaks,  but  self -conscious- 
ness frequently  causes  the  loss  of  the  intuitive  and  joy- 
ous use  of  the  singing  voice* 

Lori's  classes  learn  sensitivity  to  changing  pitch  and 
shifting  accents.  Her  techniques  are  used  on  the  KPFA  pro- 
grams. In  addition,  she  gives  folk  music  programs  at  col- 
leges and  universities  and  next  semester  will  be  on  the 
Faculty  of  the  Sacramento  State  College  teaching  music.

A  definition  of  folk  art,  it  was  finally  agreed,  must 
iten^  to  any  expression  of  a  native  genius  dwelling  in 
any  culture.  Folk  music  is  a  mixture  of  musical,  poetic 
and  narrative  arts  used  for  direct  expression  of  feeling 
or   corroboration  of  an  event.   But  even  this  definition 
excludes  sued  songs  in  the  repertory  of  modern  singers 
Which  bsar  the  marks  of  folk  genius  though  composed  for

The  discussion  fell  back  on  negative  definitions.  Folk 
musil n  is  something,  whatever  it  may  be,  which  at  least  be- 
gins zn?.   exists  apart  from  the  commercial  music  factories 
of  modern  juke  box  culture.  There  are  a  number  of  reser- 
vations here.  Who  knows  how  many  of  the  plaintive  laments 
of  Gene  Autry  may  sometime  be  cherished  as  an  "authentic" 
folk  expression  of  the  20th  Century?  But  in  an  age  of 
violent  extremes  the  commercial  music  industry  is  a  cate- 
gorical extreme,  and  of  folk  music  one  can  say— it  is  not 
that.   The  phony,  the  commercially  banal,  the  commercially 
standard,  have  no  place  in  folk  music. 

And  here  at  long  last,  perhaps,  was  a  clue- to  KPFA*s 
concern  with  the  subject.  The  staff  members  discussing 
this  problem  found  that  they  share  a  peculiarly  emotional 
wish  to  get  at  the  indigenous  in  their  own  culture  and  the 
archetypal  in  human  life.  Admitting  that  the  canons  of 
folk  music  are  shaky,  still  it  is  preponderantly  honest 
and  usually  basic  on  its  subject.   If  it  is  one  of  the 
things  that  are  real,  honest,  basic— that  is  reason  enough. 
Thus  equipped  with  a  rationale,  KPFA's  Folk  Music  goes  on.
